selves. • It -would have be-en «(itisfactory 
to lentn that they recognized in th,e de- 
plorable condition of their country the 
consequences, imio slight degree, of the 
defects in their own order, nnd to have 
lieard that it wis-their firm resohiEiou to 
turn over a new Itaf, and do their duty 
ill their stat*' o£ life. But duty is a word 
which the Spanish Grandee has never 
yet included in his vocabulary, at least 
in the Anglo-Saxon sense of it. " -They 
cry ' Viva,' find are very fond of ns, 
wrote Wellington in 1812, "but they are 
in general the most incapable of useful 
exertion of all the nations I have known: 
the most vain and at the some time the 
most ignorant." To none in Spain did 
these remarks apply with more justice 
than to the Grandees.

Instead of 
being, like that England which in their 
letter the Spanish nobility now think 
proper to glorify, .scattered broadcast 
through the land to shed ft salutary in- 
fluence around, tha Spanish Grandees 
have resided with the court. In fact, 
for a long period the court never illowed 
them to leave its precincts, whether in 
Madrid or in the neighborhood. It is 
recorded that when one of them asked 
permission to visit his estates lie was 
told that if he went he mtist stay. They 
were consequently, and have been up to 
the present time, almost always ab- 
sentees, and while their eaormous rs- 
tates -were neglected, spent all that they 
could drew from them to shine in society 
at Madrid. Agriculture, commerce and 
manufactures remained dormant, the 
peasantry were burdened, and received 
no aid or encouragement, and nothing 
W»B dons by the great proprietary to de- 
velop the wonderful resources of the 
richest country in Europe.

dolence. A Spaniard with ft tolerable 
house to cover him. money eno igli to 
pay for his existence, and a bad cigar, is 
quite indifferent to what the world- may 
do or think.

Temperance in Massachusetts. 


Governor Gastou'a first message dis- 


misses tho prohibitory law al length. 
He says tho problem is not an easy one 
£ BOlTe, ft high moral cause having been 
aracced fro£ tho hotiso of its friends 
»nd thrown into tbe arena of i>arty 
Strife. White legislation to pome extent 
nay aid it, it is a fatal mistato to rely 
upon law as tho sole agency for promot- 
ing temperance, law only sustains the 
appeals to.tho moral sense ami uids- 
meutof people,-bat it caunot in itself 
prove effectual. For more then twenty 
vears the people have waited for predat- 
ed blessings thai were to result from a 
Prohibitory law. 
To-day public senti- 


ment demands tho repeal of tho law. 
The people do not desire this, repeal, be- 
erase their zeal in the cause of temper- 
ance is less than it was twenty years 
M-O but because they believe that tho 
law has signally failed to accomplish 
the great and beneficial purposes tor 
Which it was enacted, arid that it has 
touded to corrupt the administration of 
law in the State., Entertaining decided 
opinions as to tho general character of 
the legislation best adapted to accom- 
plish the -reform ho doubted if it was 
Within his province to seem to dictate 
the details of legislation on this subjtwt. 
Ho recorhtnencled, however, tho repeal 
of the existing Prohibitory law, and tlie 
enactment of a law iir iu stead which 
shall place tho sale of intoxicaiins 
liquors in responsible hands, and shall 
gurronnd such sale with the strongest 
practicable limitations and safeguards' 
also, the repeal of the Coustnbnlury law, 
and in its place the enactment of a law 
creating and providing for a police force 
in the nature of a detective force.

The 
dog had been reared iu a house where 
scarlatina prevailed, and was subse 
qneutly given to a frieud of the family 
Shortly after one of the children in th< 
dog's new home was attacked with ma 
lignant scarlatina and died.

tents were used plentiluiiy, and. everj 
precaution taken to prevent a reeur- 
renco of the malady, but, in two months 
time, a second child took the same dis 
«a«e. in its--worst form, and died. A 
the dog bad been the constant conipan 
ion and playfellow of these children, it 
woolly coat, it is alleged, became s. 
charged with contagions matter as ti 
render it ,a source of disease and death 
Although ft is only fair to tbe dog to ad 
mit that the children may have eungh 
the fcvsr from other soarc s than hi: 
woolly coat, yet ther,e is reason to f n 
that both dogs and eats, especially the , 
latter, do occasionally assist iu the cir- 
culation of infectious illnesses, and 
where fever prevails ihe sooner they are 
lodged out of the house the better. They 
are, however, probably not raoro duti- 
gerous in this respect than books. No 
one who takes Kp a book irorn a library 
ever trondles himself or herself as to ihe 
antecedents of the volume; it may have 
just left the hands of a fever patient.— 
fatt Mall Gazette.
